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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  requirements  and  quotas  for  I960  were  established  at  9,400,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  on  December  17,  19  59  .The  total  is  the  same  as 
the  current determinationfor  19  59  and  200,000  tons  larger  than  the  ini- 
tial determination. 

Sugar  deliveries  for  U.S.  consumption  through  December! 2  totalled 
8 ,  607 ,  000  tons ,  raw  value,  or  133,  000  tons  more  than  comparable  1958 
distribution.  Refined  cane  sugar  accounted  for  all  of  the  increase,  In 
1958,  after  December  13,  deliveries  totalled  536,000  tons.  Of  that 
amount  23 1 ,  000  tons  were  beet  sugar  including  82 ,  000  tons  of  "construc- 
tive" deliveries  of  sugar  physically  moved  in  1959. 

Detailed  statistics  for  the  third  quarter  of  this  year , published  in  this 
issue,  reveal  a  number  of  interesting  developments.  Compared  with  the 
same  quarter  of  19 58 ,  there  were  increases  in  liquid  sugar  deliveries 
of  1,509,000  cwt.  (20.  2  percent)  and  in  bulk  deliveries  of  769,000  cwt. 
(17.6  percent).  Together  these  just  about  accounted  for  the  total  in- 
crease. The  20.2  percent  increase  for  liquid  sugar  was  the  greatest  for 
any  quarter  in  the  past  5  years  based  on  a  comparison  of  each  quarter 
with  the  corresponding  quarter  a  year  earlier  .  The  17.6  percent  increase 
for  bulk  sugar  was  less  than  between  the  third  quarters  of  1957  andl958 
but  liquid  and  bulk  deliveries  combined  increased  19  .  3  percenthetween 
the  L9  58  and  19  59  third  quarters  as  compared  with.  1 1 . 4  percent  between 
1957  and  1958.  Deliveries  of  industrial  size: bags— /Ver«  down  slightly 
for  the  secondyear  in  a  row  and  consumer  size  packages  were  up  slightly 
from  the  same  period  last  yea.r . 

The  increase  in  total  distribution  for  the  quarter  occurred  almost  en- 
tirely in  September  when  deliveries  were  123,000  tons  larger  than  in 
the  corresponding  month  of  1958.  In  view  of  the  strong  long-run  trend 
toward  liquid  and  bulk  sugar,  some  of  the  increase  in  third  quarter 
deliveries  of  these  types  doubtless  occurred  in  July  and  August.  If  liq- 
uid and  bulk  sugar  in  each  of  the  three  months  accounted  for  a  uniform 
percentage  of  total  movement,  enough  of  the  large  third  quarter  liq- 
uid and  bulk  deliveries  still  would  have  occurred  in  September  to  ac- 
count for  over  half  of  the  123,000  ton  increase  for  that  month. 


_1/  The  term  "industrial  size  bags"  as  used  herein ,means  packages  of 
more  than  50  pounds  and  includes  sugar  for  institutional  uses  as  well  as 
sugar  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar  containing  products. 
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The  large  September  business  has  been  attributed  generally  to  stock- 
piling in  response  to  announced  price  increases  and  the  threat  of  a 
longshoremen's  strike.  Stockpiling,  in  turn,  is  generally  considered 
to  require  mainly  bagged  sugar  because  of  the  capacity  limitations  of 
most  liquid  and  bulk  facilities  of  sugar  users.  If  123,000  tons  of  total 
deliveries  in  September  were  stockpiled  in  bags  by  industrial  users, 
liquid  and  bulk  sugar  accounted  for  46  percent  of  current  industrial 
sugar  consumption  in  that  quarter,  compared  with  39  percent  of  de- 
liveries of  industrial  sugar  in  the  third  quarter  of  1958  and  36  percent 
in  the  third  quarter  of  1957.  In  both  of  the  earlier  years,  inventory 
changes  appear  to  have  been  unimportant.  Perhaps  a  more  likely  pos- 
sibility to  such  a  steep  increase  in  the  use  of  liquid  and  bulk  sugar  is 
that  users  may  have  demonstrated  a  capability  for  at  least  short  term 
stockpiling  of  a  substantial  quantity  of  liquid  and  bulk  sugar. 

Geographically,  the  strike  threat  would  have  been  most  significant  to 
the  New  England,  Middle  Atlantic  and  some  of  the  Southern  States 
whereas  the  announced  price  increases  were  general.  Only  in  New 
England  were  increases  in  deliveries  in  industrial  size  bags  larger 
than  those  for  liquid  and  bulk.  In  the  Middle  Atlantic,  South  and  North 
Central  regions  either  decreases  or  negligible  increases  occurred  in 
bagged  deliveries  while  the  increases  for  liquid  and  bulk  were  highly 
significant.  The  percentage  increases  were  as  high  as  152.6  percent 
for  bulk  in  the  South  and  55.8  percent  for  liquid  in  the  North  Central 
States.  In  the  West,  industrial  bag  deliveries  increased  15.6  percent 
and  liquid  18 . 4  percent,  the  latter  representing  much  the  larger  quan- 
tity. In  this  region,  bulk  deliveries  declined,  but  only  slightly.  This 
region  had  the  largest  increase  in  terms  of  tonnage  and  was  second 
only  to  New  England  on  a  percentage  basis. 

The  breakdown  by  types  of  buyers  indicates  that  industrial  users  took 
over  90  percent  of  the  increase  in  third  quarter  deliveries.  Within  the 
industrial  total,  the  beverage  and  canning  industries  accounted  for  83 
percent  of  the  increase.  The  combined  increase  to  these  two  types  of 
users  totalled  1,766,000  cwt.  ,  of  which  liquid  sugar  accounted  for  73 
percent.  Deliveries  to  canning  and  beverage  industries  increased  in 
all  regions  except  to  beverage  producers  in  the  West  . 

The  source  of  the  increase  in  third  quarter  deliveries,  in  total,  was 
cane  sugar  with  a  slight  decrease  in  beet  sugar.  Beet  sugar,  however, 
did  have  a  17.5  percent  increase  in  liquid  deliveries,  largely  made  to 
the  beverage  and  canning  industries.  Cane  sugar  deliveries  of  all  types 
increased,   highlighted  by  increases  of  37.8  percent  for  bulk  and  21.0 
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percent  for  liquid  sugar.  Following  the  lead  of  beet  processors,  cane 
refiners  also  announced  a  reduction  in  the  wholesale  price  of  refined 
sugar  in  the  Chicago- West  territory  by  0.20  cent  per  pound,  effective 
December  14.  The  quoted  price  for  refined  cane  sugar  became  8.80 
cents  per  pound  and  beet  sugar  8.60  cents  per  pound.  Allowances  of 
0.10  cent  per  pound  are  being  made  on  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  deliv- 
ered to  Illinois,   St.  Louis,   Missouri,   Southeastern  Wisconsin,  and 
some  cities  in  Indiana.  The  quoted  price  of  Eastern  beet  sugar  also 
was  reduced  0.20  cent  per  pound  on  December  14  to  an  8.60  cents  per 
pound  basis.  Other  quoted  prices  remained  unchanged  with  refined  cane 
sugar  at  9.55  cents  in  the  Northeast,  9.40  cents  in  the  Southeast  and 
9.50  cents  in  the  Gulf  with  some  unspecified  allowances  reportedly  being 
made  in  this  territory .  The  quoted  prices  for  both  beet  and  cane  refined 
sugar  were  9.10  cents  per  pound  in  California  ^Arizona,  and  New  Mex- 
ico and  9.00  cents  in  the  balance  of  the  Pacific  Coast  territory. 

The  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  at  New  York  from  December  1  through  De- 
cember 16  averaged  6.24  cents  per  pound,  the  same  as  the  January- 
November  average  and  0.0  3  cent  below  the  1958  average.  The  cumu- 
lative 19  59  refined  sugar  price  at  New  York  averaged  9.33  cents  or 
0.06  cent  above  the  1958  average. 

The  Annual  Crop  Summary  of  the  Department  estimated  sugar  produc- 
tion from  the  1959  sugar  beet  crop  at  2,400,000  tons,  raw  value.  The 
crop  year  production  for  Sugar  Act  purposes,  differing  with  respect 
to  part  of  the  California  production,  would  be  about  15,000  tons  less. 
Sugar  production  from  the  Mainland  Cane  Area  was  estimated  at  ap- 
proximately 6  50 , 000  tons,  raw  value,  about  50,000  tons  less  than  ear- 
lier industry  estimates.  The  decline  was  due  principally  to  freezes  in 
Louisiana. 

For  I960  crop  sugar  beets,  a  national  limitation  of  985,000  acres  was 
announced  on  December  18,  1959.  This  allocation  is  60,000  acres  or 
about  6.5  percent  more  than  for  the  1959  crop.  Announcement  was 
made  in  May  19  59>  that  the  I960  mainland  sugarcane  crop  would  not  be 
restricted.  The  crops  in  other  domestic  areas  have  been  unrestricted 
for  several  years. 

World  raw  sugar  prices  have  continued  within  a  narrow  range,  being 
quoted  at  3.03  cents  on  December  16,  about  the  mid-point  of  the  2.91- 
3.  17  cent  range,  which  has  prevailed  since  September  1.  The  spot  quo - 
tation  was  about  0  .  10  cent  below  that  for  March  futures.  Sales  of  Cuban 
world  market  sugar  for  delivery  in  I960  have  been  about  normal  al- 
though far  heavier  than  a  year  ago  when  such  sales  were  unusually 
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small.  Brazil  has  sold  a  large  quantity  for  delivery  next  year.  The 
two  countries  together  have  sold  about  a  million  tons  for  I960  deliv- 
ery. 

Two  estimates  of  1959/60  world  sugar  production  have  been  released 
since  December  1 .  F.   O.   Licht  places  total  world  production, 

54,666,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  and  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Ser- 
vice, U.S.D.A.  places  it  at  54,413,000  tons.  Licht's  figures  for  Cuba 
are  higher  by  559,000  tons  and  for  Brazil  by  180,000  tons.  Cuba  could 
well  produce  at  the  higher  estimate  but  has  not  yet  announced  the  level 
to  which  its  production  will  be  restricted.  Brazil  which  has  already 
completed  more  than  half  its  crop  year,  has  announced  its  national 
production  goal  and  the  lower  U.S.D.A.  estimate  reflects  that  ton- 
nage. Otherwise,  the  U.S.D.A.  estimates  of  beet  sugar  production  in 
Denmark,  East  Germany,  and  Poland  are  in  the  aggregate  more  than 
300 ,  000  short  tons  above  Licht's .  TheU.S.D.A.  estimate  of  cane  sugar 
production  in  the  Dominican  Republic  is  158,000  tons  higher,  also. 
The  estimates  for  several  other  exporting  countries  reflect  decisions 
already  taken  to  restrict  production. 

The  Fourth  Session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  under  the  1958 
Agreement  was  held  in  Tangier,    Morrocco,  November  26,  and  27, 

1959.  Total  requirements  for  the  free  world  market  for  I960  were  es- 
timated at  5,700,000  metric  tons ,  raw  value .  The  potential  supply  was 
estimated  at  6,800,000  tons.  This  total  recognizes  basic  export  ton- 
nages, special  reserve  tonnages  which  are  likely  to  be  shipped,  carry- 
forward privileges.of  Cuba  and  the  Dominican  Republic  under  the  res- 
olution adopted  in  August  1959>  the  hardship  grant  to  Taiwan  under 
Article  18  (6),  and  an  estimated  240,000  tons  from  non-member  coun- 
tries. Provisional  initial  quotas  equal  to  87 .  5  percent  of  basic  ton- 
nages were  established.  This  would  reduce  the  quantity  available  to 
about  5,980,000  tons,  280,000  tons  greater  than  the  current  estimate 
of  requirements.  This  allocation  is  subject  to  revision  or  final  con- 
firmation before  April  1 ,  I960.  1 

The  meeting  in  Tangier  was  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  review  of  and  initial  action  on  requirements  of  quotas  for 

1960,  the  Council  elected  Leon  Maria  Guerrero  of  the  Philippines  as 
chairman  and  Mr.  Keiichi  Matsumura  of  Japan  as  Vice-Chairman  for 
the  year  I960.  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Stedman  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  ap- 
pointed Executive  Director  to  replace  Mr.  Eric  Roll  whose  period  of 
leave  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  of  the 
United  Kingdom  has  now  expired.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  November  1959  sugar  deliveries  for  U.S.  consumption,  609,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  15,000  tons  from  November 
1958.  Deliveries  January-November,  8,337,000  tons,  up  144,000  tons 
or  1  .8  percent  from  same  1958  period.  Final  data  for  October  1959 
deliveries,  652,000  tons;  previously  published  as  660,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  November  28,  1959  were  1,761,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary) ,  up  514,  000  tons  from  end  October 
1959  and  up  65,000  tons  from  end  November  1958.  During  November 
stocks  of  beet  processors  increased  by  404,000  tons,  of  refiners  by 
93,000  tons,  and  of  Mainland  sugarcane  mills  by  45,000  tons;  stocks 
of  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  decreased  by  29,000  tons. 
As  compared  with  a  year  ago,  refiners  stocks  were  up  123,000  tons, 
importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  11,000  tons,  and  Mainland  sug- 
arcane mills  about  4,000  tons;  stocks  of  beet  processors  were  down  by 
about  73,000  tons. 

3.  Quota  charges  January- November  1959  were  8,  575,  000  short  tons  , 
raw  value,  183,000  short  tons  or  2.0  percent  larger  than  during  the 
same  1958  period.  Charges  to  quotas  up:  Hawaii  358 ,  000  tons ,  Puerto 
Rico,  113,000  tons,  "full  duty"  foreign  countries  39,000  tons,  and  the 
Virgin  Islands  about  6  ,  000  tons  .  Chargers  to  quotas  down:  Cuba  210,  000 
tons,  Mainland  cane  area  98,000  tons,  and  Domestic  Beet  Area  26,000 
tons  . 

4.  C*ctober  1959  sugar  deliveries  were  smaller  to  each  region  than  in 
either  October  1958  or  September  1959.  These  decreases  ranged  be- 
tween 11  and  19  percent  as  compared  with  October  1958,  and  between 
28  and  43  percent  as  compared  with  September  1959.  For  the  first  10 
months,  1959  compared  with  1958,  sugar  deliveries  were  about  0.5 
percent  larger  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Southern  regions;  2,5  per- 
cent larger  to  the  North  Central  region;  3.  1  percent  larger  to  the  New 
England  region;  and  5.4  percent  larger  to  the  Western  region. 

5.  Third  quarter  1959  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  were  8.7 
percent  larger  than  during  the  same  1958  period,  and  to  non-industrial 
lauyers  0.8  percent  larger.  Sales  of  dextrose  to  industrial  buyers 
during  the  third  quarter  1959  were  4. 1  percent  larger  than  during  the 
same  1958  period,  but  to  non- industrial  buyers  sales  were  3.2  per- 
cent smaller.
